Q. Given the consitions at night time with 
clouds below to about 7,000 feet and partial clouds 
and intermittent clouds taken to a ceiling about 4,000 
feet, would this present any problems to a jumper? 


A. There again we're dealing with variables. 
If a man knew what altitude at the time he was leaving 
the aircraft, there are two ways to determine his aleitude 
on opening: 


1. From the second hand on a wristwatch; 
2. A wrist type altimeter. 


Q. Making this jump, what would be practical 
for the man to do? To open the chute immediately or to 
wait until he had a view of the ground?
